Ask the Town Council to Pass an

biting Faking in Gettysburg. 


At a regular meet mg of tho G ettys­ 
burg Retail 
M erchants’ Association 
beld on Friday 
evening 
action was 
taken to secure the 
passage 
by the 
Town Council of an ordinance prohib­ 
itin g or regulating all 
“ faking” 
on 
the streets of Gettysburg. 
The idea 
of those advocating the action 
is to 
stop the sm all boy and all 
others in 
the business frem 
selling souvenir 
post cards, souvenir guide books and 
books of views anywhere on the streets 
of town. 
The motion as passed provided for 
the draw ing up of an ordinance to lie 
subm itteu to council, together w ith a 
letter of explanation of the m erchants' 
attitude regarding the matter. 
The 
com m ittee which w ill present the m at­ 
ter to Council consists of 
W a. 
Arch 
VlcClean, J. I. Mumper and John A 
Cox. 
Those who supported the plan at F ri­ 
day nig h t's meeting presented a nom 
lier of arguments. 
They stated among 
other things 
that 
boy* selling post 
cards and souvenirs 
would 
take up 
their position im m ediately in front of 
shires selling the sums goads and 
would not only try to sail 
to people 
going to those stores but also under­ 
sell the store keeper. 
The annoyance 
to 
tourists was 
another argum ent advanced, one of the 
supporters of the plan saying that Get 
tysburg was unlike other 
resort* in 
this respect, all other placer prohibit­ 
ing the practice. 
It was stated that 
visitors to town had complained of this 
annoyance. 
It was also said th at the only way 
to step the practice was by action 
from the Town Council as the plan to 
have local merchants 
refuse 
to sell 
goods to boys and others who would 
again sell on the streets 
would not 
work, the young “ fak irs” sim nly g et­ 
ting their goods out of town instead. 
Iii the discussion of the plan there 
was some opposition though the mo 
lion passed without a dissenting voice. 
One of the argum ents 
presented 
against it was the w ithdraw al of this 
source of revenue from the small boys 
of town. The advocates of the project 
stated that they could get perm its to 
sell on the battlefield.

They Should Always Bo Dustloaa to Bo 
Censidorod Ideal. 
The good roads era has begun lo 
many states, and already the steam 
roller, the pile# of crushed rock a l o n g 
the roadtdde and the digging out of 
the 
original 
roadway 
are 
familiar 
Bights la many of the eastern states 
The roads buUt are generally of ap­ 
proved macadam construction, which, 
completed, are perfect stripe of white 
ribbon 
running 
through 
the 
green 
fields and hills of the rural sections 
These roads are perfectly built, and 
as noon as completed the farmers aud 
other ratepayers contentedly sit back 
and feel contented. This is a serious 
error sud one being made in many 
states 
Many fall to realize that whenever 
dust is raised a road Is being destroy­ 
ed 
This Is iMtrtlcularly the case on 
smooth macadam surfaces, w here there 
is nothing to hold the dust on tbs 
road and 
where every cross wind 
olous off any loose material. 
As soon as roads are built arrange 
{Dents should be made to keep them In 
r*-|»alr. 
Some dust preventive should 
bt- used Immediately macadam roads 
are completed lu order to prevent dust. 
Oil. tar ami mauy special prepara­ 
tions are now on the market, und the 
coiuiuuuitie* should be educated to 
look upon these additions as a legiti­ 
mate part of the road inaluteuauce. 
California 
has Its oiled roads, ovei 
which motoring Is a pleasure to the 
motorist aud uot a du»t path to the 
citizen who happens to tie on the road 
the same day or who h is the misfor­ 
tune to reside aloug a well traveled 
highway. 
Masaachuseits has proved that road 
treatments are a success aud more 
economical than continuous applica­ 
tions of water, aud In England dust 
preventing 
Is

HIGHWAY OF THE FUTURE. 


Ona Constructed of a M aterial Durabls 
For Heavy Motor Traffic. 
All road builder* are now engaged 
in trying to devise a road which will 
stand motor traffic. 
Many new meth­ 
ods have been tried with varying de­ 
grees of success, but none of them 
seems to be perfectly satisfactory. 
If broken ntone is to form the wear­ 
ing surface, theu some means must 
be found to hold the binding particles 
so firmly that they cannot be sucked 
out, and sufficient strength must be 
given to the mass to euable It to with 
stand the sliding action of the wheels 
at bends and turns. 
Several kinds of 
fur macadam answer fairly well, but 
they are expensive. 
It would seem that the most promis­ 
ing kind of road for heavy automobile 
traffic Is what is called durax in Bug 
land. 
It Is a pavement of three Inch 
Irregular cubes of hard stone laid In 
small segments of circles. 
These stones can be cut by maehln 
cry and are comparatively Inexpen­ 
sive. 
They are laid without grout, 
but there seems to be no reason for 
Its omission except the cost 
Great 
quantities of this kind of pavement 
huve been laid in Germany. 


In France on roads which are as 
go*si as engineering skill can make 
them a single horse will haul 8.80n 
pounds at a load as against 
I.ion 
pounds JMT horse over the level dirt 
roads in tills country and 1,000 [mumin 
over hilly dirt roads. 
There would 
seem to be abundant evidence In the.** 
figures that It pays a country or coni 
inanity to have firm ami level high­ 
way s.
